REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 17-26 and 29-52 are allowed primarily because the prior art of record do 
not teach or suggest the claimed invention with regard to the provision of a second layer 
of titanium nitride between the first layer of titanium nitride and the aluminum film, the 
second layer of titanium nitride having a polycrystalline orientation that comprises a 
mixture of 1 :1 of <1 1 1 > and <200> oriented grains that are effective for forming an 
aluminum film of small grain size, taken in the context of the remaining structures as 
delineated in claim 17 lines 4-7, claim 29 lines 6-10, claim 37 lines 4-8, claim 38 lines 6- 
10, claim 39 lines 7-12, claim 45 lines 5-8. 

The newly cited prior art in the Information Disclosure Statement filed January 
26, 2004 has been considered and made of record and also do not teach the claimed 
invention as delineated above, the new prior art including Chen et al. teaching which 
teaches TiN/AI contact by controlling substrate temperature during aluminum 
deposition, and Nulman teaching barrier and aluminum plugs by sputtering an aluminum 
at 400 °C or above, forming aluminum plugs, depositing an aluminum layer at 
temperature less than 350°C. The related application 09/782441 cited in the 
Communication concerning related applications filed January 26, 2004 has also been 
considered.
